in!1'    Hundreds  of  farm  women  have  said  so  to  their  families.     The  situation 
usually  swings  back  to  the  one  seemingly  insuperable  obstacle,  cost.     Or  there 
is  uncertainty  as  to  just  what  changes  will  best  improve  things  within  the  cost 
limits . 


contributes  most  of  the  labor  and  materials  are  found  on  the  farm  or  nearby,  the 
outlay  is  often  surprisingly  small.     Improvements  can  be  made  a  step  at  a  time, 
as  income  and  farm  work  permit,  if  a  good  plan  is  laid  out  at  the  start. 

A  suitable  sink  may  be  bought  and  installed,  complete  with  drain,  for  a 
small  amount  of  money.  From  this  beginning,  the  family  may  go  on,  later,  to  a 
complete  plumbing  system. 

Other  improvements  may  be  installation  of  electricity,  better  heating 
arrangements,  weather  stripping,  more  closets  and  cellars,  safer  stairways, 
better  finished  floors,  walls,  and  ceilings,  a  lavatory  or  washroom  near  the  back 
door.    Dividing  a  large  house  into  two  separate  units,  one  for  the  "old  folks", 
the  other  for  the  young  married  son  or  daughter's  family,  is  a  suggestion  for 
combining  economy  with  independence  and  privacy  for  each  family.
